Unlike mokume metals, 
using aerospace grade titanium allows the 
surface to be very hard, yet be very non- 
reactive. The process can also be applied 
to rings with inlays or to tension set 
engagement rings. The surface has subtle 
texture that is not possible by other 
means. 



Meteorite Rings combine space age technology with metal from outer space. These 
Boone rings are custom titanium with genuine Gibeon Meteorite inlays. We are the 
market leader for rings made with meteorite. This particular meteorite that fell in 
western Africa in prehistory and has properties similar to stainless steel. The 
material in the meteorite rings is the iron/ nickel core of an asteroid formed at the 
birth of our Solar System, and has unique crystalline patterns called Widmanstatten 
Lines caused by the extremely slow cooling of the material in space. It is over 4 
billion years old, literally older than dirt. It took a specific chain of events for the 
asteroid to fall out of its original orbit around the Sun and eventually settle on a 
collision course with Earth. Some might call it fate that it was used in their custom 
meteorite inlay ring. Meteorite rings are the perfect symbol for eternal love. People 
that get them also love their meteorite rings!
